Gartner arrested 


WEST PALM BEACH-Former 
Belle Glade’ Community Develop-

~ 201 plan may cost- 


Glades $14 million 


BELLE GLADE--Engineers presented 13 
possbile plans last week by which the 
residents of western Palm Beach County can 
get rid of their waste water but the bottom 
line was that it would take at least five years 
to put any one of them to work and would 
cost a minimum of $14 million at today's 
prices. 

The announcement came at the fifth 
meeting of the Glades 201 Committee and 
engineers told the committee members, 
representing Belle Glade, South Bay and 
Pahokee,\there was little separting the first 
six alternatives in cost and all six 
recommended land spreading or deep well 
injection of effluent from sewage treatment 
plants. f 

The 201 Plan deals with the waste water 
coming through the three treatment plants 
operated by the three cities and by the year 
2000, the amount is expected to reach 6.4 
million gallons per day for all three cities. 

To get. rid of the effluent by land 
spreading, Kenneth Schenck of Russell and 
Axon Engineers estimated a total of 1,300 
acres of land would be needed, along with a 
sealed holding pond which could hold a 
minimum of 20 and as much as 60 days 
worth of effluent from the three plants. If 
the pond were one foot deep, that translates 
to a pond one mile square. 

Schenck also pointed out that there is no 
data available about spreading treated 
ste water on organic soils and there would 
e to be other studies made, including the 
effect the runoff would have on canals in the 
area. 

He said he had talked to officials at the 
South Florida Water Management District 
about whether the effluent could be released 
into the canals and had been told it probably 
would: be permitted. 

"But we're. going to have to prove that 
before dropping land-spraying,’’ he told the 
representatives of the three cities, ‘‘especi-

ally since that’s what the EPA (Environ- 
mental Protection Agency) is pushing this 
week. Last week, it was deep well injection 
but this week it's land-spreading.'' 

The City of Belle Glade has begun the 
procedures for testing land spraying on an 
experimental basis on property north of the 
Belle Glade Airport but until data is 
gathered from that or some other souce, no 
one knows what the effects would be. 

Schenck said there is a strong possibility 
the result would mean a heavy deposit of 
nitrogens into the already nitrogen-rich 
muck soil, something that could adversely 
affect sugar cane crops. 

He also stressed that if the land spraying 
were to be attempted on sugar cane land, 
the spraying would be prohibited at least 60 
days during the year instead of the 20 days 
which would be. required if the land were 
also used to grow crops of hay instead of 
cane. 

Schenck said there isn't much difference 
in the plans offered to land-spread the 
effluent compared to drilling deep wells so 
far as price goes but there could be some 
difference in the time required to make the 
studies and put the plans into operation. 

Belle Glade City Planner John Gubisch III 
said he felt the time difference is going to be 
critical, indicating it would take less time to 
set шир а deep well injeetion program than 
the land-spraying alternatives. 

In.another-report, Jeff Renault-of Barker, 
Osha and Anderson Engineers told the city 
representatives their major problem, as they 
already know, was infiltration. 

Saying he had conducted studies of both 
the Belle Glade and South Bay sewer 
collection systems, he said ‘‘they do pretty 
good job as-storm drains. Unfortunately, 
that isn't what they were designed for.” 

Renault also said, however, that many of 
the infiltration points in the two cities have 
been isolated and the situation is improving.

As one educator told a group of Glades Central High School 
faculty members some. time back, if you decide a student 
can't be expected to do much because he comes from a 
disadvantaged home, and let him know you don't expect 
much, then follows he probably won't deliver much...whether 
he can or not. 

Granted, it may be tougher to instill a motivation to learn in 
a child who comes from a home where there are no’ books, 
whose parents can't read or write and who don't have the 
time, energy or drive to instill a desire to learn in their 
children at home. 

But if no one makes those demands, that child never. will 
even find out what a standard of excellence means. And 
because he never has any demands made on him through 12 
years of school, he'll have every reason to believe society is 
just as lenient and forgiving. 

“And one of the basic things wrong with America today is 
that our society is lenient and forgiving...just so long as that 
grown-up child doesn't make too many demands. Of course 
there-is some reason to question just how much longer our 
welfare system can survive before it pulls down the entire 
economy.

And where does that grown-up child turn when һе gets 
tired of sutviving on the basics.

Legislative appreciation 


Panel discusses area 


Six state senators and 14 mem- 
bers of the Florida’ Hovse of 
Representatives, along with an 
equal number of reporters from 
newspapers, radio, and television 
heard a three-member panel voice 
opinions on air and water pollution 
in the lake area Thursday. 

The occasion was a Legislative- 
Agricultural Day/Tour sponsored 
by the Florida Sugar Cane League 
and other food producers in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area. 

Events began with a tour of the 
Sugar Cane Growers Cooperative of 
Florida Mil) in Belle Glade, moved 
into the mill's newly-constructed 
office building where the panel 
discussion and. noon lunch were 
held, and continued. during the 
afternoon with a tour of area 
housing projects, cattle and vege- 
table operations, as well as facest of 
the sugar industry and water 
management facilities

the area is more than a half a billion 
dollars a year and assessed values 
are over $50 billion. 

Fairbanks also gave data on the 
types and varieties of agricultural 
products grown in the region. 

George Wedgworth gave the 
background of the environmental 
programs carried out by the League 
and introduced the panel, which 
consisted of Tallaliassee attorney 
and moderator Phil Parsons along 
with Jack Malloy, director of the 
South Florida Water Management 
District; Dr. Patrick Brezonik of the 
University of Florida; and Dr. Axel 
Hendrickson, who directed a com- 
prehensive program on air quality 
for the League. 

Wedgworth noted that the en- 
vironmental program first began in 
1968, partly as a result of field 
burning. The environmental com- 
mittee named included: Wedg- 
worth, Kirstein, and John Boy, 
president of USSC. 

In addition to these men, the top 
technical people of each of the mills 
and companies throughout the area 


also sit on the. environmental 
committee. 

Wedgworth told of attempts 
during the seasons in the early 


1970's to find adequate scrubbers 
for mill smokéstacks. Three differ- 
nt types were tried and the one 
finally selected as doing the best 
possible job was installed. Today, 
said Wedgworth, all mill stacks 
comply with state and federal 
criteria. 

He pointed out the window of the 

four-story office building to the 
o-op mill and told the legislators 
the white clouds were merely water 
vapor, not like the smoke that once 
was released. 

With air pollution research and 
testing, said Wedgworth, the Lea- 
gue was able to accomplish the 
goals of meeting governmental 
data. This research, he felt, was 
vital and necessary before mea- 
sures were taken. 

Wedgworth drew a parallel be- 
tween the air project and the water 
project now underway. He summed 
it up by saying research and testing 
must be carried out before mea-

sures are taken and warned against 
premature rules and regulations. 

“These studies are essential in 
making sound legislative regula- 
tions on the water quality of Lake 
Okeechobee,'' he said. As a final 
point, Wedgworth told the delega- 
tion carbon dating studies show 
Lake Okeechobee to have been 
"eutrophic" 4,000 years ago. 

Dr. Brezonik was the first water 
quality expert to speak. He said 
water quality is difficult to define 
and that the term eutrophic deals in 
nutrient enrichment rather than 
"dying," when it is used in contex 
with a body of water. 

Taylor Creek and Nubbin Slough 
contribute roughly 60 to 70 per cent 
oi the phosphorus'to Lake Okee- 
chobee, said Dr. Brezonik, while 
agricultural backpumping contri- 
butes only 15 per cent, though it 
adds 30 per cent of the nitrogen 
entering the water. 

A lot of questions about, the lake 
and its water quality. remain 
unanswered, he said, and the 
League has given the University of 
Florida a grant to conduct research 
and attempt to answer some of 
these. 

“Lake Okeechobee is not ду! 
he summed up. 
than anything el: 
"eutrophication" deals with the 
natural filling-in of a lake. What we 
are talking about is not its filling in 
but its productivit; 

Jack Malloy of the FCD was the 
next speaker. He prefaced his 
remarks by noting that he is an 
engineer who had to learn about 
water pollution and eutrophication 
in self defense. ''Sin ve learned 
about eutrophication," he вз, 
“Ive done a lot of aging."
